ELECTRICIAN CALLS 
NEW YORK SUPERIOR 
TO BRITAIN IN LIGHT 


NEW YORK—Glen Marston, an elec- 
trical ¢xpert in the employ of an electric 
illuminating company of Brooklyn, has 
returned to this country after an investi- 
gation of the illuminating conditions in 
Great Britain. 

“In the course of my investigations I 
visited Glasgow, Edinburgh, Liverpool, 
London and the industrial towns in the 
northeast counties including Durham, 
Newcastle, Gateshead, Middlesbrough, 
Hartlepool, New York and Carlisle,” said 
he. “In all these places, as well as else- 
where, I found the electrical industry ina 
very backward condition. In Greater New 
York alone the number of electrical signs 
used for business and other purposes rung, 
into the tens of thousands. In all Glas- 
gow there are not to exceed eight elec- 
trical signs. In Edinburgh there is just 
one such display, operated for only two 
weeks during the entire year.

TENNESSEE GOVERNOR WARNS 
SOUTH BEWARE OF AGITATORS 


NEW YORK—Governor Patterson of 
Tennessee sounded a note of warning 
to the people of the South Monday night 
in addressing the dinner of the Tennessee 
Society in the Waldorf-Astoria. He told 
“ry to turn from the agitators who 

sow discord*and confusion, and from 
false reformers. 


Jacob M. Dickinson, secretary of war, 
a son of Tennessee, also talked to his 
friends from his native state—men and 
women who have come to dwell in New 
York, but in whose hearts there re- 
mains a warm love for the state of their 
birth. He told them that some day 
the people of this country may have to 
call on such men as fe hardy mountain- 
eers of Tennessee. He said that in the 
large cities which are torn by new ffeas, 
brought about by improvident immigra- 
tion, the ple may have to turn to the 
saving qualities of the old Anglo-Saxons 
and Irish-Americans, for, he said, they 
are the people who have achieved most 
in the way of making a brilliant record 
for this country. 

The secretary also spoke of the new 
university in the mountains of eastern 
Tennessee, erected as a memorial to 
Abraham Lincoln, and he told the mem- 
bers of the society not to forget that 
university, for some day it may produce 
another Lincoln or an Andrew Jackson 
to immortalize Tennessee and the South.

Charles C. Cowan, the society's presi- 
dent, as toastmaster, mentioned most of 
the things for which Tennessee is noted. 

The orchestra played “Dixie” just be- 
fore Mr. Cowan spoke, and every one 
stood up and applauded. They also 
toasted the President of the United 
States. 

John B. Keeble, a lawyer and member 
of the Nashville bar, also spoke. Then 
came the presentation of a handsome 
diamond-studded cane to Bruce’ L. Rice,

More than 90 per cent of the railways 
in Japan are now owned and solely con- 
trolled by the imperial railway board. 
The supplies for these railways are al- 
ways purchased through tenders~ and 
only the bids of dealers or corporations 
who for a certain number of years, gen- 
erally two years or more, have been pay- 
ing a certain amount of direct national 
tax, and have been engaged in the busi- 
ness continuously, will be accepted.—Chi- 
eago Daily Journal.

Growing Hazelnuts in the 
Northwest 


The crop of hazelnuts in Clark county 
for this year has been enormous, Every 
tree is laden with nuts, and all the boys 
and girls are storing large quantities for 
winter use. One family has the banner 
pick of four bushels of shelled nuts in 
one day. That the cultivated hazelnut, 
or filbert, is admirably adapted to this 
climate has been proved by a num- 
ber of growers, among them John E. 
Norelius of Kauffman avenue extension, 
who has seven acres of trees in excellent 
condition. There are 300 trees to the 
acre, planted 10 feet apart. The culture 
is profitable to the grower, as the nuts 
‘bring 14 and 15 cents a pound. The trees

The President’s position at this time is surrounded with condi- 
tions that would prove trying, perhaps, to one not so fortunately 
endowed, as is the President, with the cheerful spirit of optimism. 
‘Although “the ship of state,” of which he is at the present time the 
pilot, is in no sense a storm-buffeted craft, its course is, it may be, 
temporarily obscured by slight fogs which even skilled mariners dis- 
like to encounter, but which-are always sure to pass away with the 
coming of the first breeze of promise. * Now is just the time for the 
President to “keep a-smiling’’ and to hold to his broad spirit of good 
humor. ‘The mind that amid the most tense and exacting conditions 
has the happy, power of diverting itself with a refreshing sense of 
cheery good feeling, even to the point of frivolity, is enabled to glide 
along smoothly under pressure that one less fortunately conditioned 
might find intolerable. | 

Perhaps President Taft’s most distingflished and most loved 
predecessor, Abraham Lincoln, owed his fine ability to overcome

“by a vote of confidence.

ON THIS, the .one hundred and fifty-first 
anniversary of the birth of Robert Burns, 
people in all parts of the English-speaking 
world will remember the Scottish poet whose 
lines a kindly, sympathetic following seems 
disposed to pronounce imperishable. Other 
poets have their recurring seasons of bril- 
liancy and obscurity, but the songs of the 
Scotch peasant are always in the hearts of 
the people. He was of the great army of 
common folk. He felt and expressed in his verses their joy and 
sorrow, their dreams and aspirations. The people of his own 
country and of the world caught his meaning. His imagery and 
sentiments were such as all men feel; his gift of poetry enabled him 
to voice them. In no other is the poet and the man, the singer and 
the song so closely and inseparably blended. 

The life story of Robert Burns must tver serve as a hope and 
an inspiration to struggling, determined genius. The chill of poverty 
and the fire of poetry enveloped him from his youth. His father 
before him had found it hard to compel a living from the ungenerous 
soil of Scotland. The son fared little if any better. Early in life he 
had the consciousness of his genius. Of these years he afterward 
said: “Unknown as I then was, I had pretty nearly as high an 
opinion of myself and of my works as I have at this moment, when 
the public has decided in my favor.’’ His message and his manner 
of giving it voice are well worth the consideration ofall who would 
“lisp in numbers.’’ He aims not above the heads of the people but 
straight at their hearts. It is this element in his writings that makes 
mankind remember his anniversaries with fond regard.

ability and enthusiasm of Mr. Pinchot in 
conservation matters and as a manifestation of the desire of the 
association and doubtless of a large majority of the public still to 
profit by his services. His knowledge fits him admirably for the 
position, and it is to be hoped that politics or personalities will in 
no way interfere with his work in the future. 

Dr. Charles W. Eliot, whom Mr. Pinchot succeeds, asked that 
the latter be elected to the place as the “recognized head of the 
conservation movement.” Dr. Eliot had been at the head of the 
association since its formation in July last. It was organized with 
the purpose of helping, through a large individtial membership, to 
put conservation principles into practical effect. Mr. Pinchot takes 
charge at once and says he will give the same energy to the 
association that he did to the forest service. He believes the 
National Conservation Association offers the best way to help the 
cause of conservation, which he considers “broader than any part, 
or section and more vital than any political question or measure now 
before us.” He will be warmly supported in his efforts to carry out 
his ideas in this direction.

terms. Indeed, it would be hard to imagine a more striking contrast 
than that between the directness of the proposal from Washington 
and the seeming complexity for which it is offered as a panacea. 
But gradually the impression is spreading that the report of 
strained relations between ie two rivals was either a misunder- 
standing on the part of the uninitiated, or else a ruse, and that the 
two powers are on the eve of a full agreement, bringing the precur- 
sors down to date, if indeed the pact 1s not already concluded. A 
glance at the international chess-board suffices to show Russia 
engrossed with engineering the Balkan confederation, and so deeplv 
engaged in near and middle eastern politics, on the basis of the 
Anglo-Russian entente, that it 1s impossible not to become convinced 
of a complete accord between her and Japan in the far east. - Indeed, 
such an accord, whether pending or perfected, securing Russia's rear, 
must be regarded as the conditio sine qua non for M. Izvolsky’s 
Anglophile Balkan and Persian policy and to form part of the net of 
ententes dominating international politics at this moment. The 
lesson learned from the negative result of Secretary Knox’s ;note 
seems to be that Russia and Japan are determined to settle the 
Manchurian question between themselves and resent all interference, 
however justified; further, that the far eastern situation cannot be 
detached from, or rightly gauged without reference to, the European 
situation. Seeing that peace has hitherto been preserved through 
the preponderance of that very system of ententes which appears to 
sanction, tacitly, the status of Manchuria, it may be concluded that a 
change at this juncture is not feasible, because inopportune, and that 
the Washington proposal, while certainly making tor progress in the 
abstract, does not contain a practical and timely appeal to the powers.
